History  of  Brigham  Young  University 

On  October  16,  1875,  Brigham  Young  deeded 
2.1  acres  of  land  at  Third  West  and  Center  Street 
in  Provo,  Utah,  to  Abraham  O.  Smoot  and  six 
other  Trustees  for  the  estabUshment  of  Brigham 
Young  Academy.  President  Young  specified  in  his 
Deed  of  Trust  that  "all  pupils  shall  be  instructed 
in  reading,  penmanship,  orthography,  grammar, 
geography,  and  mathematics,  together  with  such 
other  branches  as  are  usually  taught  in  an  acad- 
emy of  learning;  and  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ments, the  Book  of  Mormon,  and  the  Book  of 
Doctrine  and  Covenants  shall  be  read  and  their 
doctrines  inculcated  in  the  Academy."  Four  days 
later  he  wrote  his  son  Alfales,  who  was  studying 
at  the  University  of  Michigan,  that  he  hoped  the 
Academy  would  be  a  place  "at  which  the  chil- 
dren of  the  Latter-day  Saints  can  receive  a  good 
education."  As  the  institution  has  grown  during 
the  past  one  hundred  and  three  years  from  an  ob- 
scure elementary  school  with  twenty-nine  stu- 
dents to  a  prominent  American  university  with  a 
full-time  student  body  of  over  25,000,  trustees,  ad- 
ministrators, teachers,  and  students  have  worked 
together  to  keep  Brigham  Young's  trust  by  mak- 
ing the  school  which  bears  his  name  an  academic 
center  in  a  distinctly  spiritual  setting. 

Principal  Warren  N.  Dusenberry  inaugurated 
the  first  experimental  term  of  Brigham  Young 
Academy  on  January  3,  1876.  Because  of  his 
duties  as  probate  judge,  attorney,  and  Provo  busi- 
nessman, Dusenberry  remained  at  the  helm  of  the 
school  for  only  four  months.  In  April  President 
Brigham  Young  called  Karl  G.  Maeser,  a  talented 
German  schoolmaster,  into  his  office  and  asked 
him  to  become  the  principal  of  Brigham  Young 
Academy.  Maeser  accepted  the  calling,  together 
with  Brigham  Young's  charge  to  teach  even  the 
multiplication  tables  with  the  Spirit  of  God. 
Though  Maeser  began  the  second  experimental 
term  on  April  24,  1876,  with  only  twenty-nine 
elementary  school  students,  enrollment  reached 
fifty-nine  by  the  end  of  August.  None  of  the  stu- 
dents progressed  beyond  the  fourth  grade  that 
first  year,  but  Maeser  organized  some  of  the  more 
talented  pupils,  including  future  United  States 
Senators  George  Sutherland,  William  King,  and 
Reed  Smoot,  into  a  normal  (teacher  training) 
class.  With  the  help  of  Abraham  O.  Smoot  (may- 
or of  Provo,  president  of  Utah  Stake,  and  presi- 
dent of  the  Brigham  Young  Academy  Board  of 
Trustees)  and  other  local  leaders,  the  school  grew 
steadily. 

On  January  27,  1884,  the  Lewis  Building,  home 
of  the  Academy,  burned  to  the  ground,  and  the 
school  entered  a  decade  of  crisis.  While  the 
Academy  moved  its  facilities  to  the  ZCMI  ware- 
house at  Fifth  South  and  what  is  now  University 
Avenue,  the  Board  of  Trustees  purchased  the 
block  at  Fifth  North  and  University  Avenue 
which   is  now   known  as   the   lower  campus.   By 


winter  of  1884,  the  foundation  of  the  Academy 
Building  was  in  place  on  that  site,  but  financial 
problems  forced  the  school  to  postpone  com- 
pletion of  the  building  until  1891.  Depending  as 
it  did  on  tuition  and  private  contributions  for 
support,  the  Academy  almost  collapsed  during  the 
financial  hard  times  of  the  late  1880s,  but  Abra- 
ham O.  Smoot  and  other  members  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  personally  subsidized  the  operation  of 
the  Academy.  Even  with  financial  difficulties, 
Principal  Maeser  recruited  a  competent  faculty, 
and  Brigham  Young  Academy  was  soon  known  as 
the  foremost  teacher  training  institution  in  the 
territory. 

On  January  4,  1892,  the  Academy  Building  was 
dedicated,  and  Principal  Maeser  retired  from  his 
position  at  the  Academy  to  devote  full  time  to  his 
calling  as  superintendent  of  LDS  Church  schools. 
His  replacement,  Benjamin  Cluff,  Jr.,  was  a  grad- 
uate or  the  Academy  who  later  obtained  his  bach- 
elor's degree  from  the  University  of  Michigan. 
Principal  Cluff  energetically  dedicated  himself  to 
the  challenge  of  expanding  the  work  of  the 
school.  In  1893  George  H.  Brimhall  graduated 
from  the  Academy  with  a  Bachelor  of  Pedagogy 
degree,  one  of  the  first  collegiate  degrees 
awarded  at  BYU.  That  same  year  Brimhall  was 
appointed  first  president  of  the  newly  organized 
Alumni  Association.  In  1895  the  title  of  the  head 
of  the  school  was  changed  from  principal  to  pres- 
ident. The  Academy  continued  its  financial 
struggles,  and  many  feared  the  school  was 
doomed  when  President  Abraham  O.  Smoot  died 
in  1895,  but  in  1896  the  LDS  Church  assumed 
the  school's  debts  and  incorporated  the  Academy 
as  a  subsidiary  of  the  Church.  The  Collegiate  De- 
partment was  organized  on  Founders  Day  in 
1896,  and  the  school's  prestige  increased  so  rapid- 
ly that  many  LDS  stake  academies  requested  per- 
mission to  become  branches  of  Brigham  Young 
Academy.  The  Beaver  Branch  of  Brigham  Young 
Academy  opened  on  the  site  of  Fort  Cameron  in 
Beaver,  Utah,  in  1898  and  remained  a  branch  of 
the  Academy  for  approximately  ten  years.  Col- 
lege Hall,  a  versatile  building  that  housed  com- 
mencement exercises  and  school  assemblies  for 
several  decades,  was  completed  in  1898.  Early  in 
1900  President  Cluff  left  the  Academy  in  the 
charge  of  George  H.  Brimhall  and  headed  an 
Academy-sponsored  archaeological  expedition  to 
South  America.  While  Cluff  was  gone  the  Acad- 
emy became  the  official  LDS  Church  Normal 
Training  School.  Returning  in  1902,  Cluff  worked 
to  upgrade  the  Collegiate  Department.  In  sym- 
bolic acknowledgement  of  his  achievement,  the 
name  of  the  school  was  changed  from  Brigham 
Young  Academy  to  Brigham  Young  University  on 
October  23,  1903. 

Later  in  1903  Benjamin  Cluff,  Jr.,  resigned  his 
position  as  president  of  Brigham  Young  University 
to  pursue  business  opportunities  in  Central  Amer- 
ica. In  April  1904  George  H.  Brimhall  became 
the  fourth  president  of  the  school.  Consistent  with 


LDS  Church  procedure,  he  selected  Edwin  S. 
Hinckley  and  Joseph  B.  Keeler  as  his  counselors. 
Himself  trained  as  a  teacher  at  Brigham  Young 
Academy,  Brimhall  worked  to  increase  BYU's  pre- 
eminence as  a  teacher  training  institution,  at  the 
same  time  upgrading  the  overall  collegiate  pro- 
gram of  the  University.  In  1906  the  Bachelor  of 
Arts  degree  replaced  the  Bachelor  of  Pedagogy 
degree,  and  in  1916  the  Board  of  Trustees  author- 
ized the  establishment  of  a  Master  of  Arts  pro- 
gram. In  1909  BYU  was  designated  the  Church 
Teachers  College,  and  President  Joseph  F.  Smith 
presided  at  the  laying  of  the  cornerstone  for  the 
Maeser  Memorial,  the  first  University  building  on 
Temple  Hill  (upper  campus).  In  1920  the  Church 
Teachers  College  became  the  school  of  Educa- 
tion, and  football,  which  had  been  banned  since 
1900,  was  reinstated  as  a  part  of  BYU's  athletic 
program. 

George  H.  Brimhall  retired  from  the  presidency 
of  Brigham  Young  University  in  1921,  and  Frank- 
lin S.  Harris  took  his  place.  An  internationally 
recognized  agronomist.  Dr.  Harris  worked  vigor- 
ously to  transform  BYU  into  a  real  university.  The 
Graduate  Division  was  organized  in  1922.  On 
May  23,  1923,  the  school  newspaper,  Y  News,  re- 
ported that  the  University  was  preparing  for  the 
biggest  commencement  week  in  its  history,  with 
fifty-six  bachelor's  degrees  to  be  awarded.  That 
same  year  the  school  adopted  the  cougar  as  its  of- 
ficial mascot  and  raised  tuition  from  $23  to  $38 
per  quarter.  As  the  school  celebrated  its  semi- 
centennial in  1925,  it  enjoyed  a  college  enroll- 
ment of  1,133  students.  A  symbol  of  the  school's 
growing  academic  stature  was  the  Heber  J.  Grant 
Library,  dedicated  on  Founders  Day,  1925.  In 
1928  the  University  successfully  completed  its 
struggle  for  accreditation  when  it  was  recognized 
by  the  Association  of  American  Universities.  By 
then  commencement  was  becoming  so  large  that 
Heber  J.  Grant,  Franklin  S.  Harris,  and  other  dig- 
nitaries led  processions  of  graduates  from  lower 
campus  down  University  Avenue  to  the  Provo  Ta- 
bernacle for  graduation  exercises.  The  University 
even  held  commencement  exercises  in  the  old 
football  stadium  in  1929.  While  most  American 
universities  suffered  from  declining  enrollment 
during  the  Depression,  BYU  enjoyed  a  steady  in- 
crease in  student  enrollment  and  academic  promi- 
nence. In  1939,  the  same  year  General  Author- 
ities of  the  LDS  Church  replaced  local  residents 
as  members  of  the  BYU  Board  of  Trustees,  the 
school  had  a  collegiate  enrollment  of  2,375  stu- 
dents and  awarded  361  bachelor's  degrees  and  28 
master's  degrees.  In  1940  the  Division  of  Religion 
was  organized,  giving  formal  stRicture  to  a  pro- 
gram of  theological  classes  that  had  been  an  im- 
portant part  of  the  University  from  the  beginning. 
In  1941  the  Joseph  Smith  Building  was  dedicated; 
it  became  the  center  for  BYU  commencement 
exercises  during  the  next  decade.  World  War  II 
depleted  student  enrollment  to  a  low  of  884  in 


1943,  when  women  students  outnumbered  men  by 
more  than  six  to  one. 

In  1945  Franklin  S.  Harris  resigned  as  president 
of  Brigham  Young  University  to  accept  the  posi- 
tion of  president  of  Utah  State  Agricultural  Col- 
lege in  Logan.  Howard  S.  McDonald,  superin- 
tendent of  Salt  Lake  City  public  schools,  was 
appointed  to  take  his  place.  President  McDonald 
faced  the  challenge  of  administering  a  school 
whose  enrollment  increased  as  rapidly  after 
World  War  II  as  it  had  decreased  during  the 
war.  In  1946  there  were  4,366  students  on  cam- 
pus, many  of  them  veterans.  While  the  University 
awarded  only  234  bachelor's  degrees  that  year,  it 
conferred  625  bachelor's  degrees  two  years  later. 
McDonald  responded  to  the  challenge  of  sky- 
rocketing enrollment  by  increasing  student  hous- 
ing, planning  for  the  expansion  of  academic  facil- 
ities, and  creating  new  services  for  students. 
Wesley  P.  Lloyd,  first  dean  of  students,  super- 
vised a  comprehensive  program  of  counseling, 
housing,  feeding,  and  providing  for  the  health  of 
students. 

Howard  S.  McDonald  resigned  from  his  posi- 
tion at  BYU  in  1949  to  become  president  of  Los 
Angeles  City  College.  For  two  years  Dr.  Christen 
Jensen,  who  had  served  since  1929  as  dean  of  the 
Graduate  School,  was  acting  president  of  Brigham 
Young  University. 

In  1951  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson,  a  prominent  grad- 
uate of  BYU  who  was  practicing  law  in  Washing- 
ton, D.C.,  became  seventh  president  of  the  Uni- 
versity. He  immediately  launched  the  largest 
program  for  recruiting  students  and  increasing 
physical  facilities  in  the  history  of  the  school. 
From  a  physical  plant  that  included  only  the 
Maeser  Memorial,  the  Grant  Library,  the  Brim- 
hall Building,  the  Eyring  Science  Center,  and  the 
Joseph  Smith  Building  on  upper  campus.  Presi- 
dent Wilkinson  supervised  construction  of  scores 
of  academic  buildings  and  a  large  system  of  stu- 
dent housing.  Anxious  to  make  sure  that  academic 
progress  kept  up  with  the  physical  growth  of  the 
school,  Wilkinson  received  authorization  to  estab- 
lish the  University's  first  doctoral  program  in 
1957.  Church  programs  kept  pace  with  the  grow- 
ing student  body,  and  the  first  campus  stake  of 
the  LDS  Church  was  organized  at  the  school  in 
1956.  By  1959  the  student  body  had  grown  to 
13,326,  and  a  large  crowd  saw  1,746  bachelor's 
degrees,  with  162  master's  degrees,  conferred  at 
commencement  exercises  in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse. 
In  1961  the  University  granted  its  first  doctor's 
degrees  and  moved  books  into  the  new  J.  Reuben 
Clark,  Jr.,  Library.  In  1965  the  school  established 
its  program  of  awarding  two-year  associate  de- 
grees for  training  in  technical  areas. 

When  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  resigned  as  presi- 
dent of  Brigham  Young  University  in  1971,  the 
Board  of  Trustees  announced  plans  to  establish 
the  J.  Reuben  Clark  School  of  Law  at  BYU.  Dal- 
lin  H.  Oaks,  a  graduate  of  BYU  during  the  Wil- 


kinson  years  and  a  professor  of  law  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Chicago,  became  the  eighth  president  of 
BYU  in  August  1971.  Working  with  a  student  en- 
rollment limited  to  25,000,  President  Oaks  con- 
centrated his  efforts  on  increasing  the  academic 
maturity  of  Brigham  Young  University.  He  also 
supervised  construction  of  the  J.  Reuben  Clark 
Law  School  Building  and  the  large  addition  to 
the  Harold  B.  Lee  Library.  In  1974  the  Church 
College  of  Hawaii  became  a  branch  of  BYU. 

While  Brigham  Young  University  experienced 
phenomenal  growth  during  its  first  one  hundred 
years,  the  second  century  promises  to  be  one  of 
unparalleled    academic    accomplishment.    It    has 


been  said  that  more  degrees  will  be  awarded  dur- 
ing this  year  than  in  the  first  fifty  years  of  the 
school's  history.  And  yet,  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity today  still  exemplifies  the  vigorous  spirit  of 
its  beginnings.  The  vision  and  dedication  that 
characterized  Brigham  Young,  Abraham  O. 
Smoot,  and  Karl  G.  Maeser  still  lives  in  the  stu- 
dents, administrators,  faculty,  and  alumni  of  BYU. 
They  are  working  to  fulfill  President  John  Tay- 
lor's prophecy  that  "Zion  will  be  as  far  ahead  of 
the  world  in  everything  pertaining  to  learning  of 
every  kind  as  we  are  today  in  regard  to  religious 
matters."

"—When  a  man  shows  himself  a  fine  Christian 
gentleman;  when  he  and  his  family  are  an  edifi- 
cation to  the  community  in  which  they  live; 
when  that  man  has  been  loyal  to  the  faith  he  pro- 
fesses; when  that  man,  honest,  decent,  tactful  in 
his  relations  with  his  fellowmen;  when  that  man 
gifted  with  personality,  gentlemanliness,  and  high 
mental  ability  receives  an  honor,  then,  we  who 
admire  and  respect  him  look  on  that  honor  as  a 
just  reward." 

That  tribute  to  Brother  Daines,  written  in  1949 
by  a  Catholic  priest  (Rev.  John  J.  Foley),  pastor 
of  St.  Francis  Church  in  Metuchen,  New  Jersey, 
is  even  more  appropriate  today. 

Robert  Henry  Daines  was  born  in  Preston, 
Idaho,  April  14,  1905.  He  married  Anna  Merrill 
and  they  are  the  parents  of  four  children.  A  son 
and  a  son-in-law  are  presently  on  the  faculty  at 
BYU.  He  graduated  from  Logan  High  School  and 
obtained  Bachelor  and  Master  of  Science  degrees 
from  Utah  State  University.  He  then  took  his 
bride  to  Rutgers  University  where  he  completed 
his  Ph.D.  Upon  graduation  he  was  offered  a  posi- 
tion at  Rutgers  where  he  stayed  until  retirement 
in  1975  as  University  Honor  of  Merit  Professor. 
After  a  year  as  emeritus  professor,  he  moved  to 
Provo  where  he  is  adjunct  professor  of  Botany  at 
BYU  and  is  an  ordained  temple  worker. 

In  his  forty-five  years  at  Rutgers,  Dr.  Daines 
developed  a  worldwide  reputation  in  plant  pa- 
thology. He  is  perhaps  best  known  for  his  pioneer 
work  in  air  pollution  injury  to  plants  which  he 
began  studying  in  1944,  leading  to  the  first 
funded  university  research  project  on  the  biology 
of  air  pollution  in  the  East.  In  addition  to  con- 
tributing numerous  research  articles.  Dr.  Daines 
has  been  active  in  legislation  regulating  air  pollu- 
tants and  was  invited  to  the  White  House  by 
President  Johnson  in  1967  to  witness  the  signing 
of  an  air  pollution  bill. 


Dr.  Daines  was  instrumental  in  the  discovery  of 
the  fungicides  "Captan"  and  "Phaltan,"  which 
are  among  the  most  effective  organic  fimgicides 
ever  developed.  "Captan"  made  it  possible  for 
New  Jersey  growers  to  raise  an  apple  crop  each 
year,  rather  than  every  other  year,  as  was  the 
case  before  the  fungicide  appeared.  Robert 
Daines  has  contributed  substantially  to  our  knowl- 
edge of  peach,  apple,  and  sweet  potato  diseases. 
Among  his  more  than  200  publications  are  de- 
scriptions of  two  new  diseases,  Fusicoccum  canker 
of  peach  and  russet  crack  of  sweet  potato. 

Robert  Daines  is  a  fellow  of  the  American  Phy- 
topathological  Society.  He  served  as  president  of 
the  Northeastern  Division  of  the  society  and  for 
several  years  was  associate  editor  of  Phytopath- 
ology. The  Northeastern  Division  awarded  Profes- 
sor Daines  its  Award  of  Merit.  Five  separate 
commodity  groups  have  recognized  him  with 
achievement  awards.  He  has  delivered  dozens  of 
seminars  and  public  addresses  on  plant  pathology, 
including  numerous  radio  and  television  broad- 
casts. He  has  served  as  consultant  to  seven  large 
industrial  corporations  in  the  United  States  and 
South  Africa. 

In  addition  to  an  outstanding  scientific  career, 
Professor  Daines  has  been  very  active  in  commu- 
nity affairs.  He  was  elected  three  times  to  the 
Metuchen  (N.J.)  Board  of  Education,  the  last  time 
by  the  largest  plurality  in  the  history  of  that 
body.  For  two  terms  he  served  as  president  of  the 
Board  of  Education.  He  also  was  a  member  of  the 
board  of  trustees  for  the  local  YMCA.  Professor 
Daines  has  served  on  many  local  and  state  com- 
mittees dealing  with  environmental  issues.  He 
was  secretary  of  the  New  Jersey  Air  Pollution 
Commission  and  was  instrumental  in  the  passage 
of  the  first  statewide  air  pollution  legislation  in 
the  United  States.  He  also  served  as  chairman  of 
the  State  Civil  Defense  Commission. 

The  story  of  Robert  Daines  would  not  be  com- 
plete without  mention  of  his  Church  activity. 
When  the  Daines  family  first  arrived  in  New  Jer- 
sey they  were  part  of  the  group  of  seventeen 
members  organized  into  the  second  branch  of  the 
LDS  Church  in  that  state.  He  served  as  a  coun- 
selor in  that  branch  presidency.  After  five  years 
Brother  Daines  was  called  to  be  branch  president 
of  the  New  Brunswick  Branch  where  he  served 
for  twenty  years,  during  three  of  which  he  was 
also  district  president.  Brother  Daines  then  served 
as  first  counselor  in  the  newly  formed  New  Jersey 
Stake.  When  it  was  divided  he  was  called  to  be 
president  of  the  New  Jersey  Central  Stake  (now 
East  Brunswick  New  Jersey  Stake)  where  he 
served  for  ten  years.  The  Church  in  central  New 
Jersey  is  now  strong  and  viable  thanks,  in  large 
part,  to  the  efforts  of  this  great  and  good  man. 

In  recognition  of  his  outstanding  contributions 
as  a  scholar,  scientist,  community  leader,  church 
leader,  father,  husband,  and  warm  human  being, 
Brigham  Young  University  takes  pleasure  in 
awarding  Dr.  Robert  Henry  Daines  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Science,  honoris  causa. 
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George  Stoddard  Eccles 

Doctor  of  Humanities 

Presented  by  President  Dallin  H.  Oaks 


George  S.  Eccles,  banker,  business  executive, 
and  community  leader,  was  born  in  Baker,  Ore- 
gon, April  9,  1900.  His  early  years  were  spent  in 
Logan,  Utah,  before  service  in  World  War  I  as  a 
second  lieutenant.  After  graduating  from  Colum- 
bia University's  School  of  Business,  he  was  named 
assistant  cashier  of  First  National  Bank  of  Ogden 
in  1922. 

One  of  his  earliest  assignments  at  the  bank  was 
the  consolidation  of  the  Eccles/Browning  Banks 
into  the  newly  formed  First  Security  Corporation. 
Mr.  Eccles  was  elected  secretary  and  treasurer  of 
the  corporation,  and  in  1931  he  was  named  exec- 
utive vice-president. 

While  many  banks  were  forced  to  close  their 
doors  during  the  Great  Depression,  First  Security 
was  successful,  and  Mr.  Eccles  found  himself  in 
demand  to  serve  on  other  corporate  boards.  He 
has  since  been  a  director  of  numerous  firms,  in- 
cluding Union  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  Farm- 
ers Insurance  Group,  Utah  International,  Husky 
Oil  Canada,  and  Amalgamated  Sugar  Company. 

In  addition  to  his  work  in  the  business  commu- 
nity, Mr.  Eccles  has  worked  in  international  fi- 
nance. Beginning  in  the  post-World  War  II  years, 
he  served  as  an  economic  and  financial  consultant 
to  the  Economic  Cooperation  Administration 
(Marshall  Plan),  helping  to  implement  the  res- 
tructuring of  war-torn  Europe.  As  a  special  emis- 
sary for  the  chairman  of  the  EGA,  he  traveled 
throughout  the  United  States  advocating  the  prin- 
ciple of  economic  assistance.  He  also  served  as  a 
member  of  the  National  Advisory  Committee  on 
Banking  Policies  and  Practices  to  the  Comptroller 
of  Currency,  United  States  Treasury. 

Mr.  Eccles's  reputation  in  finance  has  taken 
him  throughout  the  world  to  international  mone- 
tary conferences  and  world  banking  meetings.  In 
1963  he  served  as  general  chairman  of  the  Elev- 


enth International  Monetary  Conference  in 
Vienna. 

As  significant  as  his  professional  contributions  is 
Mr.  Eccles's  involvement  in  civic,  social,  and  cul- 
tural activities.  He  is  a  director  and  trustee  for 
the  National  Deafness  Research  Foundation;  gen- 
eral chairman  of  the  University  of  Utah  Medical 
Center  Expansion  Fund  Program;  and  past  direc- 
tor and  treasurer  of  the  Salt  Lake  City  Chamber 
of  Commerce. 

His  activities  have  ranged  from  president  of  the 
Ogden  Livestock  Show  to  director  of  the  Utah 
Symphony  Orchestra.  In  addition,  Mr.  Eccles  has 
been  a  board  member  of  the  Foundation  for  Edu- 
cation in  Economics  and  of  the  Los  Angeles  Ear 
Research  Institute.  He  has  served  as  treasurer  of 
the  University  of  Utah  and  is  a  past  president  of 
the  Ogden,  Utah,  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Mr.  Eccles  has  received  numerous  honors  and 
recognitions.  He  was  presented  the  Personal 
Achievement  Award  from  the  National  Deafness 
Research  Foundation.  He  is  the  Honorary  Consul 
of  Finland  for  Utah,  Idaho,  and  Wyoming.  Mr. 
Eccles  was  awarded  honorary  Doctor  of  Law  de- 
grees from  the  University  of  Utah,  Utah  State 
University,  and  Westminster  College.  He  and  his 
wife,  the  former  Delores  Dore,  have  actively 
worked  to  promote  medical  research,  economic 
education,  and  support  of  community  and  cultural 
affairs. 

Since  1945,  George  S.  Eccles  has  directed  the 
First  Security  Corporation  as  president  and  gener- 
al manager  and  subsequently  as  chairman  and 
chief  executive  officer.  From  its  organization  un- 
til today,  Mr.  Eccles  has  guided  what  was  a  $6 
million  firm  to  a  $2.6  billion  corporation. 

In  recognition  of  his  varied  and  outstanding 
contributions  to  science,  government,  and  the 
arts,  as  well  as  to  his  profession,  Brigham  Young 
University  takes  pleasure  in  awarding  George 
Stoddard  Eccles  the  degree  Doctor  of  Humanities, 
honoris  causa.

Doctor  of  Public  Service

In  a  world  where  tyranny  and  sorrow  have 
dominated  so  much  of  human  experience,  the 
American  dream  is  still  bright.  That  dream  beck- 
ons people  from  every  nation  to  come  and  find 
more  freedom  and  more  opportunity  here  than 
anyplace  on  earth.  But  this  is  a  dream,  not  a 
guarantee.  It  holds  out  religious  and  political 
freedom  for  all  who  would  exercise  it  with  moral- 
ity and  integrity.  It  holds  out  economic  and  social 
opportunities  for  all  who  desire  to  work  and  serve 
with  desire  and  intelligence. 

Joseph  Rosenblatt  is  a  classic  example  of  one 
who  has  loved  and  lived  the  American  dream.  He 
has  brought  to  freedom  responsibility  and  in- 
telligent action.  He  has  brought  to  opportunity  a 
daring  desire  to  succeed.  His  life  has  been  one  of 
service  and  accomplishment.  But  one  must  meet 
the  father  to  understand  the  son. 

Joseph's  father,  Nathan  Rosenblatt,  was  a 
youngster  when  he  arrived  in  Salt  Lake  City  from 
Lithuania.  Sent  that  distance  alone  by  his  parents, 
Nathan  knew  no  English.  His  first  work  was  sell- 
ing dry  goods  to  miners.  Soon  he  began  to  recon- 
dition mining  machinery.  In  1903  he  acquired  a 
small  iron  foundry,  later  a  small  steel  business. 
This  pioneering  father  imbued  in  his  sons  the  val- 
ues or  self-denial  and  hard  work. 

Joseph  was  born  in  Salt  Lake  City  in  1903  and 
was  graduated  from  the  University  of  Utah  School 
of  Law  magna  cum  laude  in  1926.  He  entered  his 
father's  business  and  rose  to  the  presidency  of  the 
organization,  which  became  known  as  the  Eimco 
Corporation.  Under  his  guidance  the  business 
grew  and  prospered  by  finding  unmet  needs  in 
the  industrial  market  and  by  filling  them  so  well 
that  others  had  little  incentive  to  compete.  Rock 
loaders,  tractors,  and  mining  filters  designed  and 
built  by  the  company  took  their  place  in  world 
markets.  More  recently  the  company  has  also  ex- 
celled in  the  design  and  manufacture   of  water- 


pollution  control  processes  and  machines.  Today 
Eimco  is  a  multi-million  dollar  business  that  is 
one  of  the  leading  industrial  powers  of  the  Inter- 
mountain  West. 

While  business  success  is  one  measure  of  a  per- 
son, consider  some  of  the  other  accomplishments 
that  distinguish  him.  Joseph  and  his  wife,  Evelyn 
Benowitz  Rosenblatt,  are  the  parents  of  four  chil- 
dren: Norman,  Stephen,  Toby,  and  Evelyn.  He  is 
chairman  of  the  board  of  the  Industrial  Relations 
Council  of  Salt  Lake  City  and  of  the  Holy  Cross 
Hospital  Board  of  Trustees.  He  has  served  as  a 
member  of  the  following  boards  of  directors, 
among  others:  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, State  Street  Investment  Corporation  of  Bos- 
ton, Western  Pacific  Railroad,  the  Airport  Au- 
thority of  Salt  Lake  City,  Roland  Hall-St.  Mark's 
School  of  Salt  Lake  City,  the  Utah  Symphony, 
and  the  Utah  Endowment  for  the  Humanities.  He 
was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Intermountain  Re- 
gional Medical  Advisory  Committee.  He  has 
served  ably  with  the  Council  on  Economic  Edu- 
cation, the  National  Conference  of  Christians  and 
Jews  (Salt  Lake  Chapter),  the  National  Advisory 
Committee  of  the  University  of  Utah,  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Utah  State  University,  and  as  chair- 
man of  the  "Little  Hoover  Commission"  for  the 
Reorganization  of  the  Executive  Branch  of  the 
State  of  Utah. 

Joseph  Rosenblatt  has  been  honored  with  the 
Utah  State  Bar  Association's  Annual  Liberty  Bell 
Award,  as  a  Knight  Commander  of  the  French 
Legion  of  Honor,  and  with  the  Distinguished  Citi- 
zens Award  of  the  National  Governor's  Confer- 
ence. He  has  received  honorary  doctorate  degrees 
from  Westminster  College  and  the  University  of 
Utah. 

For  all  of  his  accomplishments  and  service  we 
honor  Joseph  Rosenblatt.  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity honors  him  not  only  for  the  things  we  have 
mentioned  but  also  for  his  humanness— he  is  a 
friend  and  benefactor  to  many;  for  his  integrity: 
he  is  what  he  believes;  for  his  selfless  and  in- 
telligent service:  he  has  made  the  world  a  better 
place  in  which  to  live.

Doctor  of  Music

Famous  guilds  of  mastersingers  flourished  in  the 
historic  German  city  of  Nuremberg  during  the 
sixteenth  century.  Near  the  beginning  of  the 
twentieth  century,  an  emigrating  mother  and  fa- 
ther from  that  same  city  brought  to  the  United 
States  an  eleven-year-old  son  who  continued  that 
tradition  by  singing  eloquently  and  powerfully 
through  one  of  the  world's  greatest  instruments, 
the  Tabernacle  Organ  on  Temple  Square,  Salt 
Lake  City. 

Christian  Alexander  Schreiner  was  born  to  John 
Christian  and  Margarethe  Schwemmer  Schreiner 
on  July  31,  1901,  in  Nuremberg.  His  more  than 
seventy  years  of  organ  and  piano  performance  be- 
gan before  the  family  left  Germany  in  1912  as 
converts  to  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints.  After  living  and  studying  a  few  years 
in  Salt  Lake  City,  he  received  a  call  to  the  Cali- 
fornia Mission.  Returning  to  Europe  following  his 
mission,  he  studied  with  organist  and  composer 
Louis  Vieme  at  Notre  Dame  Cathedral  in  Paris 
and  with  other  celebrated  organists. 

In  1924  he  was  called  by  the  First  Presidency 
to  serve  as  Tabernacle  organist,  a  position  he 
filled  with  distinction  and  undiminished  devotion 
and  enthusiasm  until  his  retirement  at  the  end  of 
1977.  His  fifty-three-year  appointment  is  by  far 
the  longest  of  any  organist  at  the  Tabernacle 
since  its  dedication  in  1867.  Indeed,  for  millions 
of  radio  listeners  during  those  many  years,  men- 
tion of  Salt  Lake's  Temple  Square  also  meant 
"the  Mormon  Tabernacle  Choir  with  Alexander 
Schreiner  at  the  organ." 

His  performing  career,  in  addition  to  Taber- 
nacle Choir  broadcasts,  daily  organ  recitals,  and 
his  own  radio  program,  included  annual  concert 
tours  throughout  the  United  States,  Canada,  Eu- 
rope, and  Africa;  service  as  organist  and  lecturer 
for  nine  years  at  the  University  of  Southern  Cali- 
fornia in  Los  Angeles;  solo  recordings  and  record- 


ings with  the  Tabernacle  Choir;  and  numerous 
appearances  with  the  Utah  Symphony  Orchestra 
in  the  Tabernacle,  most  recently  as  soloist  in  No- 
vember 1977. 

As  composer,  he  wrote  Concerto  for  Full  Or- 
chestra and  Organ  and  many  other  works  for  or- 
gan, including  seven  volumes  of  organ  pieces.  Se- 
lections from  three  volumes  of  organ  voluntaries, 
which  he  created  especially  for  LDS  organists, 
are  played  frequently  in  Church  services,  and  his 
hymns  are  regularly  sung  in  LDS  worship  services 
throughout  the  world.  In  addition  to  contributing 
to  Church  magazines,  he  has  published  articles  in 
leading  keyboard  periodicals. 

As  a  teacher  he  provided  exemplary  instruction 
and  inspiration  to  his  organ  students,  as  evidenced 
by  the  three  current  Tabernacle  organists,  all  of 
whom  have  studied  with  him. 

For  his  academic  endeavors.  Dr.  Schreiner  was 
awarded  the  A.B.  and  Ph.D.  degrees  from  the 
University  of  Utah,  and  membership  in  the  na- 
tional honor  societies  Phi  Kappa  Phi  and  Phi  Bet- 
ta  Kappa.  He  is  a  fellow  of  the  American  Guild 
of  Organists.  In  1975,  the  government  of  West 
Germany  awarded  him  the  Officer's  Cross  of 
Merit,  and  Eugene  Ormandy,  distinguished  con- 
ductor of  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra,  once  named 
the  three  greatest  Christian  musicians  in  the 
world  as  being  Albert  Schweitzer,  Pablo  Casals, 
and  Alexander  Schreiner. 

For  the  enrichment  he  has  given  to  millions, 
and  in  recognition  of  his  transcendent  artistic 
achievements  and  enlightened  life  of  dedication 
and  service  to  the  Church,  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity is  pleased  to  confer  on  Dr.  Christian  Alex- 
ander Schreiner  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Music, 
honoris  causa.

The  success  which  W.  Francis  and  Cassandra  De- 
benham Bailey  achieved  in  raising  their  own  six 
sons  and  daughters  is  now  enriching  the  Hves  of 
their  grandchildren  and  great-grandchildren. 

The  premise  for  success  for  Frank  and  Cassie 
Bailey  is  both  simple  and  profound— to  raise  and 
teach  their  own  children  in  love  and  righteous 
principles  and  then  to  see  that  premise  continued 
through  succeeding  generations. 

Frank  and  Cassie  Bailey  were  typically  busy 
LDS  parents  with  attendant  Church,  civic,  and 
professional  responsibilities.  But  they  put  the  in- 
terests and  well-being  of  their  three  sons  and 
three  daughters  first.  And  they  watched  with 
deep  satisfaction  as  all,  in  their  own  ways,  went 
on  to  succeed  in  their  professions  and  in  their 
families. 

All  of  the  sons  served  in  the  military.  The  el- 
dest is  a  retired  Air  Force  colonel  who  now 
serves  the  Church  as  a  mission  president.  Another 
son  is  a  dentist  specializing  in  orthodontics.  The 
third  is  a  successful  distributor  for  a  national 
manufacturer. 

Each  of  their  daughters  is  a  homemaker  and  an 
educator.  All  hold  master's  degrees  in  education 
with  two  having  taught  elementary  education  and 
the  other  having  served  with  the  State  Board  of 
Vocational  Education. 

All  are  active  in  the  Church  and  in  community 
life. 

Frank  and  Cassie  Bailey  today  enjoy  thirty-one 
grandchildren  and  nine  great-grandchildren. 
Twenty-one  have  attended  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity, and  ten  are  graduates. 

Frank  and  Cassie  Bailey  were  born  in  the  East 
Mill  Creek  area  of  Salt  Lake  County  in  1892. 
Both  served  LDS  missions  in  the  Hawaiian  Is- 
lands, and  he  was  principal  of  the  Church  ele- 
mentary schools  for  three  of  his  four  missionary 
years.  In  1936  they  returned  with  their  family  to 
preside  over  the  Hawaiian  Mission. 

Both  graduated  from  the  University  of  Utah, 
and  together  they  have  devoted  a  total  of  sixty 
years  to  education.  He  was  a  teacher  for  one 
year,  principal  for  thirty-one  years,  and  supervisor 
of  pupil  personnel  for  five  years  in  the  Granite 
School  District.  Cassie  taught  eight  years  at  the 
elementary  level  prior  to  their  marriage  in  the 
Salt  Lake  Temple  in  1921,  and  during  World 
War  II  she  returned  to  the  classroom  and  re- 
mained for  twelve  more  years. 

It  was  through  the  efforts  of  Frank  and  others 
that    the    Salt    Lake    County    recreation    program 


was  started.  He  subsequently  served  for  nine 
years  on  the  county  recreation  board. 

Both  have  always  been  active  in  Church  work. 
He  has  filled  callings  in  auxiliary  leadership,  in 
priesthood  quorum  presidencies,  as  a  bishop,  and 
as  a  temple  ordinance  worker  and  supervisor. 

Cassie  has  been  active  in  all  auxiliaries  and  has 
been  president  of  three  stake  Relief  Societies  and 
a  stake  Primary. 

Because  of  their  splendid  example  and  contri- 
butions to  wholesome  family  living,  Brigham

Cassandra  Debenham  Bailey. 


Carlyle  Harmon 

James  E.  Talmage  Scientific  Achievement  Award 

For  more  than  fifty  years,  Carlyle  Harmon  has 
been  a  leader  in  industrial  research  and  devel- 
opment. His  contributions  have  included  the  con- 
version of  potential  pollutants  into  useful  prod- 
ucts, the  revolutionary  redesign  of  nonwoven 
fabrics,  national  and  international  patent  exper- 
tise, and  the  promotion  of  industrial  research  in 
the  Rocky  Mountain  region. 

He  was  born  in  Sugar  City,  Idaho,  in  1905.  He 
graduated  from  Stanford  University  with  degrees 
in  chemistry  and  chemical  engineering  and  a  doc- 
torate in  chemistry.  While  at  Stanford,  he  did  re- 
search in  softwood  lignin  and,  after  joining  the 
Marathon  Corporation  of  Wisconsin,  he  applied 
his  study  to  turning  this  river-polluting  material 
into  vanillin  and  later  into  an  excellent  disbursing 
agent.  From  his  work,  commercial  products  were 
developed  for  ceramics,  oil-well  drilling  muds, 
and  synthetic  dyestuffs.  All  became  standard  com- 
modities. 

Rigid  plastic  sheets  were  also  produced  from 
lignin  and  later  replaced  aluminum  used  for  pat- 
tern plates  during  the  war  years.  A  special  lignin 
derivative  is  still  in  use  to  make  automobile  bat- 
teries compatible  with  electrical  systems. 

In  1947,  Dr.  Harmon  joined  the  Chicopee  Man- 
ufacturing Company,  a  division  of  Johnson  & 
Johnson,  first  as  director  of  research  and  devel- 
opment and  later  as  vice-president  of  research 
and  member  of  the  board  of  directors.  At  Chi- 
copee Manufacturing  Dr.  Harmon's  division  de- 
veloped nonwoven  fabrics  into  sanitary  and  surgi- 
cal products,  disposable  diapers,  wiping  cloths, 
and  garment  linings.  These  replaced  the  more  ex- 
pensive fiber  products  and  helped  to  revolution- 
ize the  industry. 

Because  his  products  were  now  being  used 
worldwide.  Dr.  Harmon  became  a  specialist  in 
the  protection  of  domestic  and  foreign  patents 
and  has  been  called  upon  as  an  expert  witness  in 
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their  applications.  He  currently  has  thirty-six  pat- 
ents in  nonwoven  fabrics  technology  issued  in  the 
U.S.  and  many  foreign  counterparts. 

After  retiring  from  Johnson  &  Johnson  in  1970, 
he  helped  to  establish  a  joint  development  com- 
pany in  Japan  and  became  a  consultant  for  a 
multinational  corporation  in  Holland. 

In  1973  he  organized  the  Eyring  Research  In- 
stitute at  Provo,  Utah.  The  nonprofit  corporation 
does  scientific  research  for  government  and  in- 
dustry and  promotes  industrial  research  in  the  in- 
termountain  region.  The  firm  now  employs  al- 
most eighty  full-time  and  one  hundred  part-time 
personnel.  The  Eyring  Institute  promises  to  be- 
come a  major  contributor  in  the  development  of 
the  area  and  in  using  the  technical  talents  of  its 
residents. 

Dr.  Harmon  has  been  an  active  member  of  the 
Church  throughout  his  life  and  has  served  in 
many  Sunday  School  positions,  as  branch  presi- 
dent, twice  as  stake  high  councilor,  and  as  high 
priest  group  leader. 

In  recognition  of  his  outstanding  leadership  and 
contributions  in  technological  research  and  devel- 
opment, Brigham  Young  University  is  honored  to 
present  the  James  E.  Talmage  Scientific  Achieve- 
ment Award  to  Dr.  Carlyle  Harmon. 


C.  E.  "Chuck"  Peterson 

Abraham  O.  Smoot  Public  Service  Award 

That  his  public  service  record  seems  longer 
than  his  professional  history  tells  a  great  deal 
about  C.  E.  "Chuck"  Peterson.  And  that  he  is 
eminently  successful  at  both  suggests  an  uncom- 
mon commitment  to  serving  people  well  and 
faithfully  in  his  private  and  public  careers. 

Whether  in  politics,  education,  charity,  youth 
group,  service  club,  or  fund-raising  effort.  Chuck 
Peterson  personifies  the  "busy  man"  to  whom 
people  turn  when  they  want  a  job  done  well. 

He  was  born  in  North  Ogden,  Utah,  in  1914 
and  graduated  from  Weber  State  College  and  the 
University  of  Chicago— the  latter  "with  honors." 
He  married  Harriet  Robison  in  1935.  They  have 
three  sons  and  a  daughter,  all  of  whom  graduated 


from  BYU,  and  each  of  the  sons  has  filled  a  mis- 
sion for  the  LDS  Church.  The  Peterson  line  is 
currently  being  further  perpetuated  through  ten 
grandchildren. 

Following  seven  years  with  Kimberly  Clark 
Corporation  in  Wisconsin,  Chuck  Peterson  came 
to  Provo  as  personnel  supervisor  for  Geneva  Steel. 
He  subsequently  was  named  manager  of  Barbi- 
zon's  Provo  plant.  He  joined  a  partnership  at 
Utah  Office  Supply  in  1948  that  lasted  for  almost 
ten  years.  Finally  in  1959  he  founded  Chuck  Pe- 
terson Motors  and  today  serves  as  its  chairman. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  board  of  directors  of  State 
Savings  and  Loan  and  is  a  member  of  the  adviso- 
ry board  of  Walker  Bank  of  Provo. 

In  civic  and  political  fields  he  displays  equally 
impressive  credentials.  From  1953  to  1957  he 
served  in  the  Utah  House  of  Representatives  first 
as  majority  leader  and  later  as  speaker.  He  also 
held  positions  with  the  Utah  Highway  Patrol  Civ- 
il Service  Commission,  the  Utah  Coordinating 
Committee  for  Higher  Education,  and  the  Provo 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  Today  he  is  vice- 
chairman  of  the  Utah  Board  of  Regents  and  mem- 
ber of  the  board  of  governors  of  the  Utah  Valley 
Hospital. 

In  the  midst  of  the  above  he  found  time  to 
support  the  Provo  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
Provo  Kiwanis,  Provo  Downtown  Coaches,  Utah 
Auto  Dealers  Association,  and  the  Provo  District 
Boy  Scouts.  He  was  also  chairman  of  the  National 
Cougar  Club  of  BYU  in  1976-1977. 

Fund  drive  leadership  assignments  came  with 
the  Smith  Fieldhouse,  BYU  Stadium,  Marriott 
Center,  Utah  Valley  Hospital,  Boy  Scouts,  Red 
Cross,  United  Way,  and  others. 

In  1974  he  was  presented  with  the  BYU  Honor- 
ary Alumnus  Award.  He  has  also  won  the  Time 
Magazine  "Quality  Dealer  Award,"  the  Jaycee 
Distinguished  Service  Award,  and  the  Sertoma 
Club  "Mr.  Free  Enterprise"  Award. 

Church  assignments  have  included  ward  and 
stake  superintendent  of  MIA,  ward  superintendent 
of  Sunday  School,  elders  quorum  president,  stake 
high  councilor,  and  bishop.

The  significance  of  academic  costume  is  deter- 
mined especially  by  the  sleeves  and  hoods. 

DOCTORS  wear  the  round  bell  sleeve;  the 
gown  is  faced  down  the  front  and  barred  on  the 
sleeves  with  black  velvet  or  color  indicating  the 
degree;  the  doctor's  hood  is  large.  The  doctor 
may,  if  he  so  chooses,  wear  the  gold  tassel  on  his 
cap. 

MASTERS  wear  the  long,  closed  sleeve,  with  a 
slit  near  the  upper  part  of  the  arm;  the  master's 
hood  is  of  more  moderate  size. 

BACHELORS  wear  the  long  or  pointed  sleeve. 
The  color  of  the  tassel  indicates  whether  the  de- 
gree is  in  the  field  of  arts  (white)  or  science 
(golden  yellow). 

HOODS  are  lined  with  the  colors  of  the  in- 
stitutions granting  the  degree,  or  with  which  the 
wearer  is  connected,  and  are  trimmed  with  velvet 
of  the  color  distinctive  of  the  degree— for  ex- 
ample, humanities  and  social  science,  white;  phi- 
losophy, blue;  science,  golden  yellow;  music, 
pink;  engineering,  orange;  education,  light  blue; 
business  and  public  management,  sapphire  blue.

History  of  Brigham  Young  University 


On  October  16,  1875,  Brigham 
Young  deeded  2.1  acres  of  land  at 
Third  West  and  Center  Street  in 
Provo,  Utah,  to  Abraham  O.  Smoot 
and  six  other  Trustees  for  the 
establishment  of  Brigham  Young 
Academy.  President  Young  specified 
in  his  Deed  of  Trust  that  "all  pupils 
shall  be  instructed  in  reading, 
penmanship,  orthography,  grammar, 
geography,  and  mathematics, 
together  with  such  other  branches  as 
are  usually  taught  in  an  academy  of 
learning;  and  the  Old  and  New 
Testaments,  the  Book  of  Mormon, 
and  the  Book  of  Doctrine  and 
Covenants  shall  be  read  and  their 
doctrines  inculcated  in  the 
Academy."  Four  days  later  he  wrote 
his  son  Alfales,  who  was  studying  at 
the  University  of  Michigan,  that  he 
hoped  the  Academy  would  be  a 
place  "at  which  the  children  of  the 
Latter-day  Saints  can  receive  a  good 
education."  As  the  institution  has 
grown  during  the  past  one  hundred 
and  three  years  from  an  obscure 
elementary  school  with  twenty-nine 
students  to  a  prominent  American 
university  with  a  full-time  student 
body  of  over  25,000,  trustees, 
administrators,  teachers,  and 
students  have  worked  together  to 
keep  Brigham  Young's  trust  by 
making  the  school  which  bears  his 
name  an  academic  center  in  a 
distinctly  spiritual  setting. 

Principal  Warren  N.  Dusenberry 
inaugurated  the  first  experimental 
term  of  Brigham  Young  Academy  on 
January  3,  1876.  Because  of  his 
duties  as  probate  judge,  attorney, 
and  Provo  businessman,  Dusenberry 
remained  at  the  helm  of  the  school 
for  only  four  months.  In  April 
President  Brigham  Young  called  Karl 
G.  Maeser,  a  talented  German 
schoolmaster,  into  his  office  and 
asked  him  to  become  the  principal  of 
Brigham  Young  Academy.  Maeser 
accepted  the  calling,  together  with 
Brigham  Young's  charge  to  teach 
even  the  multiplication  tables  with 


the  Spirit  of  God.  Though  Maeser 
began  the  second  experimental  term 
on  April  24,  1876,  with  only  twenty- 
nine  elementary  school  students, 
enrollment  reached  fifty-nine  by  the 
end  of  August.  None  of  the  students 
progressed  beyond  the  fourth  grade 
that  first  year,  but  Maeser  organized 
some  of  the  more  talented  pupils, 
including  future  United  States 
Senators  George  Sutherland,  William 
King,  and  Reed  Smoot,  into  a  normal 
(teacher  training)  class.  With  the  help 
of  Abraham  O.  Smoot  (mayor  of 
Provo,  president  of  Utah  Stake,  and 
president  of  the  Brigham  Young 
Academy  Board  of  Trustees)  and 
other  local  leaders,  the  school  grew 
steadily. 


On  January  27,  1884,  the  Lewis 
Building,  home  of  the  Academy, 
burned  to  the  ground,  and  the 
school  entered  a  decade  of  crisis. 
While  the  Academy  moved  its 
facilities  to  the  ZCMI  warehouse  at 
Fifth  South  and  what  is  now 
University  Avenue,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  purchased  the  block  at  Fifth 
North  and  University  Avenue  which 
is  now  known  as  the  lower  campus. 
By  winter  of  1884,  the  foundation  of 
the  Academy  Building  was  in  place 
on  that  site,  but  financial  problems 
forced  the  school  to  postpone 
completion  of  the  building  until  1891. 
Depending  as  it  did  on  tuition  and 
private  contributions  for  support,  the 
Academy  almost  collapsed  during 


the  financial  hard  times  of  the  late 
1880s,  but  Abraham  0.  Smoot  and 
other  members  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  personally  subsidized  the 
operation  of  the  Academy.  Even  with 
financial  difficulties.  Principal  Maeser 
recruited  a  competent  faculty,  and 
Brigham  Young  Academy  was  soon 
known  as  the  foremost  teacher 
training  institution  in  the  territory. 

On  January  4,  1892,  the  Academy 
Building  was  dedicated,  and 
Principal  Maeser  retired  from  his 
position  at  the  Academy  to  devote 
full  time  to  his  calling  as 
superintendent  of  LDS  Church 
schools.  His  replacement,  Benjamin 
Cluff,  Jr.,  was  a  graduate  of  the 
Academy  who  later  obtained  his 
bachelor's  degree  from  the  University 
of  Michigan.  Principal  Cluff 
energetically  dedicated  himself  to  the 
challenge  of  expanding  the  work  of 
the  school.  In  1893  George  H. 
Brimhall  graduated  from  the 
Academy  with  a  Bachelor  of 
Pedagogy  degree,  one  of  the  first 
collegiate  degrees  awarded  at  BYU. 
That  same  year  Brimhall  was 
appointed  first  president  of  the  newly 
organized  Alumni  Association.  In 
1 895  the  title  of  the  head  of  the 
school  was  changed  from  principal 
to  president.  The  Academy  continued 
its  financial  struggles,  and  many 
feared  the  school  was  doomed  when 
President  Abraham  O.  Smoot  died  in 
1895,  but  in  1896  the  LDS  Church 
assumed  the  school's  debts  and 
incorporated  the  Academy  as  a 
subsidiary  of  the  Church.  The 
Collegiate  Department  was  organized 
on  Founders  Day  in  1896,  and  the 
school's  prestige  increased  so 
rapidly  that  many  LDS  stake 
academies  requested  permission  to 
become  branches  of  Brigham  Young 
Academy.  The  Beaver  Branch  of 
Brigham  Young  Academy  opened  on 
the  site  of  Fort  Cameron  in  Beaver, 
Utah,  in  1898  and  remained  a 
branch  of  the  Academy  for 
approximately  ten  years.  College 


Hall,  a  versatile  building  that  housed 
commencement  exercises  and  school 
assemblies  for  several  decades,  was 
completed  in  1898.  Early  in  1900 
President  Cluff  left  the  Academy  in 
the  charge  of  George  H.  Brimhall 
and  headed  an  Academy-sponsored 
archaeological  expedition  to  South 
America.  While  Cluff  was  gone  the 
Academy  became  the  official  LDS 
Church  Normal  Training  School. 
Returning  in  1902,  Cluff  worked  to 
upgrade  the  Collegiate  Department. 
In  symbolic  acknowledgement  of  his 
achievement,  the  name  of  the  school 
was  changed  from  Brigham  Young 
Academy  to  Brigham 'Young 
University  on  October  23,  1903. 

Later  in  1903  Benjamin  Cluff,  Jr., 
resigned  his  position  as  president  of 
Brigham  Young  University  to  pursue 
business  opportunities  in  Central 
America.  In  April  1904  George  H. 
Brimhall  became  the  fourth  president 
of  the  school.  Consistent  with  LDS 
Church  procedure,  he  selected 
Edwin  S.  Hinckley  and  Joseph  B. 
Keeler  as  his  counselors.  Himself 
trained  as  a  teacher  at  Brigham 
Young  Academy,  Brimhall  worked  to 
increase  BYU's  preeminence  as  a 
teacher  training  institution,  at  the 
same  time  upgrading  the  overall 
collegiate  program  of  the  University. 
In  1 906  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree 
replaced  the  Bachelor  of  Pedagogy 
degree,  and  in  1916  the  Board  of 
Trustees  authorized  the 
establishment  of  a  Master  of  Arts 
program.  In  1909  BYU  was 
designated  the  Church  Teachers 
College,  and  President  Joseph  F. 
Smith  presided  at  the  laying  of  the 
cornerstone  for  the  Maeser  Memorial, 
the  first  University  building  on 
Temple  Hill  (upper  campus).  In  1920 
the  Church  Teachers  College 
became  the  school  of  Education,  and 
football,  which  had  been  banned 
since  1900,  was  reinstated  as  a  part 
of  BYU's  athletic  program. 

George  H.  Brimhall  retired  from 
the  presidency  of  Brigham  Young 
University  in  1921,  and  Franklin  S. 
Harris  took  his  place.  An 
internationally  recognized 


agronomist.  Dr.  Harris  worked 
vigorously  to  transform  BYU  into  a 
real  university.  The  Graduate  Division 
was  organized  in  1922.  On  May  23, 
1923,  the  school  newspaper,  Y 
News,  reported  that  the  University 
was  prepahng  for  the  biggest 
commencement  week  in  its  history, 
with  fifty-six  bachelor's  degrees  to  be 
awarded.  That  same  year  the  school 
adopted  the  cougar  as  its  official 
mascot  and  raised  tuition  from  $23 
to  $38  per  quarter.  As  the  school 
celebrated  its  semicentennial  in 
1925,  it  enjoyed  a  college  enrollment 
of  1,133  students.  A  symbol  of  the 
school's  growing  academic  stature 
was  the  Heber  J.  Grant  Library, 
dedicated  on  Founders  Day,  1925.  In 
1 928  the  University  successfully 
completed  its  struggle  for 
accreditation  when  it  was  recognized 


by  the  Association  of  American 
Universities.  By  then  commencement 
was  becoming  so  large  that  Heber  J. 
Grant,  Franklin  S.  Harris,  and  other 
dignitaries  led  processions  of 
graduates  from  lower  campus  down 
University  Avenue  to  the  Prove 
Tabernacle  for  graduation  exercises. 
The  University  even  held 
commencement  exercises  in  the  old 
football  stadium  in  1929.  While  most 
American  universities  suffered  from 
declining  enrollment  during  the 
Depression,  BYU  enjoyed  a  steady 
increase  in  student  enrollment  and 
academic  prominence.  In  1939,  the 
same  year  General  Authorities  of  the 
LDS  Church  replaced  local  residents 
as  members  of  the  BYU  Board  of 


Trustees,  the  school  had  a  collegiate 
enrollment  of  2,375  students  and 
awarded  361  bachelor's  degrees  and 
28  master's  degrees.  In  1 940  the 
Division  of  Religion  was  organized, 
giving  formal  structure  to  a  program 
of  theological  classes  that  had  been 
an  important  part  of  the  University 
from  the  beginning.  In  1941  the 
Joseph  Smith  Building  was 
dedicated;  it  became  the  center  for 
BYU  commencement  exercises 
during  the  next  decade.  World  War  II 
depleted  student  enrollment  to  a  low 
of  884  in  1943,  when  women 
students  outnumbered  men  by  more 
than  six  to  one. 

In  1945  Franklin  S.  Harris  resigned 
as  president  of  Brigham  Young 
University  to  accept  the  position  of 
president  of  Utah  State  Agricultural 
College  in  Logan.  Howard  S. 
McDonald,  superintendent  of  Salt 
Lake  City  public  schools,  was 
appointed  to  take  his  place. 
President  McDonald  faced  the 
challenge  of  administering  a  school 
whose  enrollment  increased  as 
rapidly  after  World  War  II  as  it  had 
decreased  during  the  war.  In  1946 
there  were  4,366  students  on 
campus,  many  of  them  veterans. 
While  the  University  awarded  only 
234  bachelor's  degrees  that  year,  it 
conferred  625  bachelor's  degrees 
two  years  later.  McDonald  responded 
to  the  challenge  of  skyrocketing 
enrollment  by  increasing  student 
housing,  planning  for  the  expansion 
of  academic  facilities,  and  creating 
new  services  for  students.  Wesley  P. 
Lloyd,  first  dean  of  students, 
supervised  a  comprehensive  program 
of  counseling,  housing,  feeding,  and 
providing  for  the  health  of  students. 

Howard  S.  McDonald  resigned 
from  his  position  at  BYU  in  1949  to 
become  president  of  Los  Angeles 
City  College.  For  two  years  Dr. 
Christen  Jensen,  who  had  served 
since  1929  as  dean  of  the  Graduate 
School,  was  acting  president  of 
Brigham  Young  University. 

In  1951  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson,  a 
prominent  graduate  of  BYU  who  was 
practicing  law  in  Washington,  D.C., 


became  seventh  president  of  the 
University.  He  immediately  launched 
the  largest  program  for  recruiting 
students  and  increasing  physical 
facilities  in  the  history  of  the  school. 
From  a  physical  plant  that  included 
only  the  Maeser  Memorial,  the  Grant 
Library,  the  Brimhall  Building,  the 
Eyring  Science  Center,  and  the 
Joseph  Smith  Building  on  upper 
campus,  President  Wilkinson 
supervised  construction  of  scores  of 
academic  buildings  and  a  large 
system  of  student  housing.  Anxious 
to  make  sure  that  academic  progress 
kept  up  with  the  physical  growth  of 
the  school,  Wilkinson  received 
authorization  to  establish  the 
University's  first  doctoral  program  in 
1957.  Church  programs  kept  pace 
with  the  growing  student  body,  and 
the  first  campus  stake  of  the  LDS 
Church  was  organized  at  the  school 
in  1956.  By  1959  the  student  body 
had  grown  to  1 3,326,  and  a  large 
crowd  saw  1 ,746  bachelor's  degrees, 
with  162  master's  degrees,  conferred 
at  commencement  exercises  in  the 
Smith  Fieldhouse.  In  1961  the 
University  granted  its  first  doctor's 
degrees  and  moved  books  into  the 
new  J.  Reuben  Clark,  Jr.,  Library.  In 
1 965  the  school  established  its 
program  of  awarding  two-year 
associate  degrees  for  training  in 
technical  areas. 

When  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  resigned 
as  president  of  Brigham  Young 
University  in  1971,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  announced  plans  to 
establish  the  J.  Reuben  Clark  School 
of  Law  at  BYU.  Dallin  H.  Oaks,  a 
graduate  of  BYU  during  the 
Wilkinson  years  and  a  professor  of 
law  at  the  University  of  Chicago, 
became  the  eighth  president  of  BYU 
in  August  1971.  Working  with  a 
student  enrollment  limited  to  25,000, 
President  Oaks  concentrated  his 
efforts  on  increasing  the  academic 
maturity  of  Brigham  Young 
University.  He  also  supervised 
construction  of  the  J.  Reuben  Clark 
Law  School  Building  and  the  large 
addition  to  the  Harold  B.  Lee  Library. 
In  1974  the  Church  College  of 


Hawaii  became  a  branch  of  BYU. 
While  Brigham  Young  University 
experienced  phenomenal  growth 
during  its  first  one  hundred  years, 
the  second  century  promises  to  be 
one  of  unparalleled  academic 
accomplishment.  It  has  been  said 
that  more  degrees  will  be  awarded 
during  this  year  than  in  the  first  fifty 
years  of  the  school's  history.  And 
yet,  Brigham  Young  University  today 
still  exemplifies  the  vigorous  spirit  of 
its  beginnings.  The  vision  and 
dedication  that  characterized 
Brigham  Young,  Abraham  O.  Smoot, 
and  Karl  G.  Maeser  still  lives  in  the 
students,  administrators,  faculty,  and 
alumni  of  BYU.  They  are  working  to 
fulfill  President  John  Taylor's 
prophecy  that  "Zion  will  be  as  far 
ahead  of  the  world  in  everything 
pertaining  to  learning  of  every  kind 
as  we  are  today  in  regard  to 
religious  matters."

William  E.  Simon 


William  E.  Simon  has  had  long 
experience  in  public  service  and 
finance.  His  financial  career  began  in 
1952  with  Union  Securities  in  New 
York,  after  which  he  became 
associated  with  Weeden  &  Company. 
He  joined  Salomon  Brothers  in  1964 
where  he  headed  the  Government 
and  Municipal  Securities  Department. 
He  was  also  one  of  seven  partners 
serving  on  the  executive  committee 
of  the  firm. 

In  January  1973  Mr.  Simon  was 
appointed  deputy  secretary  of  the 
treasury.  As  such,  he  supervised  the 
administration's  program  to  improve 
and  restructure  U.S.  financial 
institutions.  Later  that  year,  Mr. 
Simon  was  named  administrator  of 
the  Federal  Energy  Office  and 
assumed  the  overall  responsibility  for 
the  government's  energy  policy 
during  the  oil  embargo.  As  a  fitting 
recognition  of  his  broad  experience 
and  effective  service  in  energy  and 
finance,  William  E.  Simon  was 
appointed  the  sixty-third  secretary  of 
the  treasury  in  1974.  In  this  capacity 
he  served  as  the  chief  economic 
spokesman  for  the  administration.  He 
was  also  designated  chairman  of  the 
East-West  Trade  Board. 

Deeply  committed  to  the  American 
free  enterprise  system,  Mr.  Simon 
assumed  a  number  of  new 
responsibilities  in  the  business 
community  upon  leaving  the  cabinet 
in  1977.  He  became  the  senior 
consultant  with  BIyth  Eastman  Dillon 
&  Co.,  Inc.,  a  leading  investment 
banking  firm,  and  senior  advisor  at 
Booz  Allen  &  Hamilton,  Inc., 
management  consultants.  Mr.  Simon 
has  joined  the  board  of  directors  of 
Citibank  and  Citicorp,  the  INA 
Corporation,  and  the  Xerox 
Corporation,  and  is  also  on  the 
board  of  directors  of  Olin 
Corporation  and  Dart  Industries. 

Mr.  Simon  is  also  involved  in  many 
aspects  of  public  service.  He  is 
president  of  the  John  M.  Olin 
Foundation,  chairman  of  the  National 
Energy  Foundation,  and  chairman  of 


American  Viewpoint,  Inc.  He  also 
serves  as  finance  chairman  to  the 
American  Institute  for  Public  Service 
and  cochairman  of  the  Interracial 
Council  for  Business  Opportunity. 
Mr.  Simon  is  a  member  of  the  board 
of  directors  of  the  International 
Rescue  Committee,  Inc.,  and  of  the 
Boys'  Clubs  of  America.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  National  Advisory 
Committee  of  the  American  Family 
Society  and  of  the  National  Advisory 
Council. 

As  a  reflection  of  his  lifelong 
interest  in  education,  Mr.  Simon  is  a 
trustee  of  Lafayette  College  and  of 
Georgetown  University  and  sits  on 
the  latter's  advisory  board  for  the 
Center  for  Strategic  and  International 
Studies.  He  is  also  chairman  of  the 
Wilson  Council  of  the  Smithsonian 
Institution's  Woodrow  Wilson 
International  Center  for  Scholars.  As 
an  additional  indication  of  his 
devotion  to  competition  and 
excellence,  Mr.  Simon  has  been  a 
member  of  and  worked  actively  for 
the  U.S.  Olympic  Committee  for 
many  years  and  is  currently  its 
treasurer.  He  has  received  a  number 
of  honorary  degrees  and  awards 
both  in  this  country  and  abroad  in 
recognition  of  his  public  service. 

Born  in  Paterson,  New  Jersey,  in 
1927,  Mr.  Simon  received  his  B.A. 
degree  from  Lafayette  College  in 
1951 .  He  is  a  veteran  of  the  U.S. 
Army.  Mr.  Simon  is  married  to  the 
former  Carol  Girard  and  is  the  father 
of  five  daughters  and  two  sons.  He 
is  a  resident  of  New  Jersey.

Henry  Marcheschi 

Jesse  Knight  Industrial  Citizenship 
Award 


For  those  who  perceive  Latter-day 
Saints  as  passive,  uninvolved  people, 
Henry  Marcheschi  stands  as  a 
distinct  contradiction.  Neither  is  he 
noncontroversial.  But  on  all  counts 
he  is  a  success— as  a  businessman, 
as  husband  and  father,  as  a  Church 
member,  and  as  a  man  who  pursues 
civic  responsibilities  with  uncommon 
purpose. 

Henry  Marcheschi  is  president  and 
chairman  of  American 
Telecommunications  Corporation 
which  he  founded  in  May  1967. 
Located  in  El  Monte,  California, 
American  Telecommunications  is  a 
rapidly  growing  electronics  company 
which  manufactures 
telecommunications  equipment  sold 
to  telephone  companies  throughout 
the  United  States  and  Canada.  ATC 
is  also  engaged  in  the  manufacture 
of  electronic  PBX's  through  its  joint 
venture  affiliate  American  Telecom, 
Inc.,  whose  ownership  it  shares  with 
Fujitsu  Limited  of  Japan. 

Mr.  Marcheschi  is  a  graduate  of 
the  University  of  Illinois  and  holds  a 
degree  in  mechanical  engineering.  In 
addition  to  his  business  career,  he  is 
very  active  in  civic  affairs,  having 
been  president  of  the  Pasadena 
(California)  Board  of  Education, 
where  he  completed  four  years  of 
service,  and  founder  and  president 
of  the  American  Freedom 
Foundation,  which  was  established 
to  promote  the  free  enterprise  system 
and  improve  race  relations. 

It  was  while  he  was  serving  on  the 
Pasadena  School  Board  that  he 
experienced  controversy.  His 
preference  for  the  "neighborhood 
school"  concept  aroused  those  who 
favored  a  compulsory  integration 
plan.  His  efforts  led  him  to  be  called 
one  of  the  most  "cussed  and 
discussed"  school  board  presidents 
that  Pasadena  has  known. 

The  son  of  penniless  Italian 
parents  who  immigrated  to  Chicago, 
Henry  Marcheschi  learned  well  the 
classic  American  principle  that  hard 


work  can  overcome  poverty  and 
ethnic  disadvantage.  His  boyhood 
neighborhood  was  surrounded  by 
Polish,  Armenian,  and  other  ethnic 
groups.  His  high  school  boasted 
thirty-six  nationalities.  He  "ran  with  a 
gang"  that  included  Poles,  Italians, 
Bohemians,  and  Jews. 

His  parents  insisted  on  hard  study 
and  good  grades  in  school  although 
they  themselves  only  had  one  and  a 
half  years  of  formal  education.  It  was 
their  hard  work  and  demand  for 
excellence  that  enabled  the  youth  to 
get  his  college  diploma.  Along  the 
way,  Henry  played  the  accordion 
and  sang  in  a  tavern  on  Saturday 
nights,  worked  at  an  Italian  bakery, 
"lied  about  his  age"  to  get  an  office 
boy's  job  at  35  cents  an  hour,  and 
worked  as  junior  accountant, 
accountant,  engineering  estimator 
and  designer  until  his  college 
graduation. 

In  1972  Mr.  Marcheschi  was 
chosen  National  Small  Businessman 
of  the  Year  by  the  President  of  the 
United  States  and  the  Small  Business 
Administration.  He  is  a  member  of 
the  board  of  directors  of  the  Los 
Angeles  Area  Chamber  of  Commerce 
and  vice-chairman  of  the  chamber's 
Education  Committee;  a  member  of 
the  board  of  directors  of  WEMA,  a 
national  association  of  electronic 
manufacturing  concerns;  and  also  an 
elders  quorum  president  in  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints. 

He  is  married  to  the  former  Leora 
Squires  Poppleton  of  Wellsville,  Utah, 
and  resides  with  his  wife  and  five 
children  in  Pasadena,  California. 


J.  Stuart  and  Clara  Watkins 
McMaster 

Franklin  S.  Harris  Fine  Arts  Award 

"To  us,"  write  J.  Stuart  and  Clara 
McMaster,  "music  is  a  rich  gift  of 
God,  and  it  is  in  the  world  to  make 
the  lives  of  His  children  happier  and 
better." 

Thus,  in  one  typically  understated 
sentence,  they  summarize  more  than 


fifty  years  of  singing  together  and 
enriching  the  lives  of  their  listeners. 

They  were  both  born  in  Brigham 
City,  Utah,  in  the  early  part  of  this 
century  about  a  year  apart.  Both 
learned  to  love  music  at  an  early  age 
although  Clara's  first  public 
appearance  was  made  at  age  three, 
and  J.  Stuart  followed  some  years 
later  in  an  eighth-grade  boys'  group. 

Having  met  in  school,  they  soon 
were  singing  together  in  operas,  glee 
clubs,  and  other  musical  programs. 
Later,  J.  Stuart  joined  a  quartet  in 
Brigham  City  which  provided  money 
for  him  to  attend  the  University  of 
Utah.  Clara  sang  and  accompanied 
on  the  piano  at  many  events 
although  she  had  taken  only  a  few 
lessons  at  the  keyboard.  Together 
they  performed  at  civic  musicals 
which  required  the  young  couple  to 
dance  together.  This  somewhat 
embarrassed  J.  Stuart  because  he 
felt  that  it  made  their  relationship 
"too  evident." 

While  he  was  at  the  University  of 
Utah  engaged  in  undergraduate  and 
law  studies,  she  attended  Utah  State 
Agricultural  College  with  the  intention 
of  becoming  a  teacher  as  six  of  her 
older  brothers  and  sisters  had  done. 
Even  then,  however,  she  never 
completely  got  away  from  music  as 
she  first  taught  a  class  of  piano 
students  before  assuming  her  duties 
as  an  elementary  grade  teacher. 

J.  Stuart  and  Clara  were  married 
after  his  first  year  in  law  school.  Two 
years  later  he  graduated  with  an  LLB 
degree  and  engaged  in  private 
practice  briefly  before  joining  the 
United  States  Bureau  of  Reclamation 
as  district  counsel.  He  continued  in 
government  sen/ice  and  was 
promoted  to  regional  solicitor  of  the 
Department  of  Interior  serving 
western  Colorado,  Wyoming, 
Nevada,  New  Mexico,  and  Utah.  He 
held  this  position  until  1970  when  he 
retired  to  accept  a  call  to  preside 
over  the  Kansas  Missouri  Mission 
with  headquarters  at  Independence, 
Missouri.  At  the  conclusion  of  his 
government  service,  he  was 
presented  with  the  Department  of 
Interior's  highest  award,  the 
Distinguished  Service  Award. 
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In  addition  to  performing  duets 
with  her  husband,  raising  the 
children,  and  assuming  positions  in 
all  the  Church's  auxiliaries,  Clara 
sang  with  the  Tabernacle  Choir  for 
twenty-two  years.  She  was  a  member 
of  the  Utah  Opera  Workshop,  taught 
as  a  substitute  in  Salt  Lake  City 
schools,  and  was  called  to  the 
Primary  General  Board  as  a  member 
of  the  Music  Committee.  She  recalls 
the  thrill  of  traveling  to  foreign 
countries  and  distant  islands  hearing 
songs  which  she  had  composed 
being  sung  by  Latter-day  Saint 
children.  A  number  have  been 
published  in  the  song  book,  Sing 
with  Me. 

Today  J.  Stuart  and  Clara 
McMaster  still  sing  together— long 
past  the  usual  performance  time  of 
vocalists.  They  recall  fondly  the 
countless  missionary  farewells  and 
Church  performances  where  they 
have  been  asked  to  perform.  But  it  is 
when  they  and  their  family  are 
together  with  their  seventeen 
grandchildren  and  one  great- 
grandchild that  they  feel  most 
fulfilled.  It  is  then  that  the  gratitude 
of  the  McMasters  for  their  musical 
gifts  is  most  appreciated. 

In  February  of  this  year,  Clara 
McMaster  summed  it  up  as  follows: 
Gocf  gave  to  me  a  gift. 

Is  it  mine? 
Or  did  tie  give  that  I  might  lift 

The  burdens  that  are  thine? 
Am  I  to  keep  so  selfishly  within  my 

heart 

That  which  may  to  others 

Great  joy  impart? 
Oh,  let  me  return  my  thanks  to  Thee 

As  I  give  of  my  gift  to  all  who 

seek  from  me. 


Emma  Lou  Thayne 

David  O.  McKay  Humanities  Award 

Her  name  has  become 
synonymous  with  poetry  in  Utah.  But 
she  is  also  a  woman  who  skillfully 
balances  the  profession  of  writing 
with  responsibilities  to  her  family, 
which  she  calls  "the  loving  center" 
of  her  life,  her  teaching,  and  her 
coaching  for  seven  years  of  the 
University  of  Utah  Women's 
Intercollegiate  Tennis  Team. 


It  is  perhaps  this  infinite  vanety  in 
her  life  that  lends  so  much  evenness 
and  flow  to  her  poetry  and  her 
literature.  While  other  writers  depend 
upon  wide  expanses  of  space  and 
experience  for  creativity,  Emma  Lou 
Thayne  found  her  wealth  of  materials 
in  herself  and  among  those  around 
her.  It  is  this  nearness  to  people  and 
things  that  makes  her  writing  vivid, 
warm,  and  alive. 

Mrs.  Thayne  numbers  among  her 
major  publications  her  poetry 
collections.  Spaces  in  the  Sage,  Until 
Another  Day  for  Butterflies,  On  Slim 
Unaccountable  Bones,  With  Love, 
Mother,  The  Family  Bond,  and  A 
Woman's  Place.  A  novel.  Never  Past 
the  Gate,  was  published  in  1975. 
Her  most  compelling  writing 
endeavor,  however,  is  another  book. 
Once  in  Israel,  which  she  hopes  to 
complete  this  year. 

In  recent  years  she  has  been 
greatly  in  demand  as  a  speaker  and 
since  1975  has  delivered  more  than 
fifty  major  addresses  on  poetry  and 
writing.  This  does  not  include  the 
countless  Relief  Society  meetings. 
Standards  Nights,  and  Firesides 
which  she  calls  "maybe  the  most  fun 
of  all." 

Emma  Lou  Thayne  graduated  from 
the  University  of  Utah  in  1945  with  a 
Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  in  English.  A 
Master  of  Arts  degree  from  the  same 
university  in  creative  writing  followed 
in  1 970.  She  was  part-time  associate 
instructor  in  English  and  the  Division 
of  Continuing  Education  at  the  Salt 
Lake  City  campus  for  thirty  years. 
She  also  coached  women's  tennis  at 
the  "U"  for  seven  years. 

Since  1977  Mrs.  Thayne  has 
served  on  the  board  of  directors  of 
the  Deseret  News  and  Deseret  Press. 

Her  honors  and  awards  include 
listing  in  A  Directory  of  American 
Poets,  1976,  and  Contemporary 
Authors,  1977.  She  is  a  member  of 
the  honor  societies  of  Phi  Beta 
Kappa,  Phi  Kappa  Phi,  Mortar  Board, 
and  Beehive.  She  is  also  in  the 
American  Academy  of  Poets  and  has 
been  named  Lambda  Delta  Sigma 
Elect  Lady  in  1973  and  Panhellenic 
Woman  of  the  Year  in  1 976. 

Community  and  Church  have  also 
enjoyed  the  benefits  of  Emma  Lou 
Thayne's  talents.  Her  positions  have 
included:  Visiting  Poet,  Poetry  in  the 


Schools,  1972-1976;  University  of 
Utah  Alumni  Board  of  Directors, 
196"7-1970;  vice-president.  University 
of  Utah  Alumni  Association, 
1970-1974;  Pioneer  State  Theatre 
Foundation  Advisory  Board,  1974- 
present;  Utah  State  Institute  of  Fine 
Arts  Advisory  Board,  1976-present; 
general  board  of  the  Young 
Women's  Mutual  Improvement 
Association,  1965-1972;  and  board 
of  advisors,  local  Odyssey  House, 
1976-1977. 

Significantly,  she  lists  among  her 
best  and  most  satisfying  Church 
service  her  five  years  with  an  M-Men 
and  Gleaner  class  of  thirty-six  in  the 
Monument  Park  Third  Ward. 

She  is  married  to  Melvin  E. 
Thayne,  Salt  Lake  City  realtor.  The 
Thaynes  and  their  five  daughters  are 
an  exemplary  family  and  typify  the 
finest  traditions  espoused  by 
President  David  O.  McKay.

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Significance  of  Academic  Costume 


The  significance  of  academic 
costume  is  determined  especially  by 
the  sleeves  and  hoods. 

DOCTORS  wear  the  round  bell 
sleeve;  the  gown  is  faced  down  the 
front  and  barred  on  the  sleeves  with 
black  velvet  or  color  indicating  the 
degree;  the  doctor's  hood  is  large. 
The  doctor  may,  if  he  so  chooses, 
wear  the  gold  tassel  on  his  cap. 

MASTERS  wear  the  long,  closed 
sleeve,  with  a  slit  near  the  upper  part 
of  the  arm;  the  master's  hood  is  of 
more  moderate  size. 

BACHELORS  wear  the  long  or 
pointed  sleeve.  The  color  of  the 
tassel  indicates  whether  the  degree 
is  in  the  field  of  arts  (white)  or 
science  (golden  yellow). 

HOODS  are  lined  with  the  colors 
of  the  institutions  granting  the 
degree,  or  with  which  the  wearer  is 
connected,  and  are  trimmed  with 
velvet  of  the  color  distinctive  of  the 
degree— for  example,  humanities  and 
social  science,  white;  philosophy, 
blue;  science,  golden  yellow;  music, 
pink;  engineering,  orange;  education, 
light  blue;  business  and  public 
management,  sapphire  blue.
